The reason that he consented 
lo Like 2 J per cent.— one half the usual charge 
for his services in superintending the erection 
of Ihc new Court House — was in consideration 
of his office under that Council being a perma- 
nent one. It was not a grateful acknowledge- 
ment ou his part, of the way in which his ser- 
vices as County Kngincer had been remuner- 
ated. He could not, therefore, in justice to 
himself, now that that office was abolished, 
forego his claim of an additional 2£ per cent. 
on that Council. That claim was an old one 
and not an after thought ; and if the Council 
had any doubt as to the propriely of that claim, 
he would — although such a course of proced- 
ure would entail a large additional expense — 
have no objection to their submitting the mat- 
ter to an arbitration. His claim, ho contended, 
was a fair one ; he was not looking for gene- 
rosity at their hands, but justice. 

It was then moved by Mr. Gamble, and 
carried, that the Council resolve itself iulo 
Committee of the Whole again. 

Mr. Gamble, as Chairman of the Committee,

- « Tho mode of supporting educational Intli- 
tntions of a sectarian character fiom tho Pub- 
lic Funds being accompanied with evils of gcaoi 
magnitude cannot bo too early abolished. 
The adoption of a general educational system, 
free from all denominational peculiaritiea,and 
influence?, U the only one which can with pro- 
priety be sustained by tho Slate. The course 
hitherto pursued in Lower Canada has made 
Iho public revenue, which isdrawn chiefly from 
Protestants, subservient lo tho ecclesiastical and 
party, purposes of the Roman Catholic Priests, 
and their tools in Parliament and in Iho Govern- 
ment. The full recognition by Protestants of 
tho fights of Roman Catholics to the same civil 
privileges with themselves, should not be abus- 
ed so as to admit Romanists to enjoy Privileges 
and to exercise powers denied to other denom- 
naiions or citizens. 

That Money Grants for Roman Catnolic edu- 
cational purposes have been also used for vile 
Calilical party purposes by the Government is 
eyond dispute. Le Mintrvt sometime ago, 
published a « warning" to the French Consti- 
tuencies selling forth the ponally 'which had 
been imposed upon Comities in iho reduction 
of money grants where Rouge or liberal mem- 
bers had been elected, and in tho increase of 
grants where Ministerial members had been 

returned. This is a new phase in I he evolutions 
of Priestcraft to punish liberal Romanists 
through means of the State Exchequer, and 
we hope it may open the eyes of the people 
more generally lo their danger and degradation.

H. J. Orassoit, and John M'Murrich be ihc ap- 
pointed Trustees of tho Toronto Grammar 
School ; lliat lliu Rev. J. Dick, Rev. O.K.Itlake 
and S). Uridgefurd, Jus*}., bo appointed Trustees 
of llio ItichmouO* llilt Orainrnar School , Adam 
Simpson end Hev. A. S. Holme*, Trustees to 
the 8lreelsyjllo Grammar School, and Rev, T. 
Baker and T, Nixon, Ksq , bo nppoinlod Trus- 
tees of'lhc Newmarket (irainmar School.— 
The Report also recommended iu reply to ihc 
prayer of petitions from Hichrnond Hill, New- 
market and Strcelsville, that ihe sum of £100 
bo equally divided among ihcm for neecs«ary 
lepairs.- Iri reference to '. I ho coinrnunicaliun 
fiom the Rev. Tr Wriohlman, resigniuy the 
local superinlendency of the township of York, 
the committee recommended that the resigna- 
tion be accepted, at the tame lime staling that 
they regretted the loss of so efficient and faith- 
ful a superintendent.

Michnel Crow, for burglary, 3 years im- 
prisonment in the Provincial Peniu-miary. 

Joseph Jackson (a small colored boy) lor 
a larceny offence lo which he pleaded guilty; 
imprisonment for one month in the common 
Jail and 3 years in tho Provincial Peniten- 
tiary. 

Alary M'Nally.ohtaining goods under false 
pretences. For the first finance, imprison- 
ment for 3 calendar months, (he first month 
in solitary confinement. For the second 
offence, 3 calender months, the first and last 
in solitary confinement. 

Edward rfhorl, a boy about 13 yer.rs of 
nge, larceny — imprisonment for llireo years 
in ihe Provincial Penitentiary. 

James Bligh, larceny — lo be imprisoned 
lor 3 years in tho Provincial Penitentiary.

. Judgr M'Lean then said, you have' been 
indicted for tho crime of murder, and con- 
fessed yourself to be guilty of that offence- 
Have you anything now lo say why sent- 
ence of death should not be passed upon you? 

The prisoner — Nothing. 

His Lordship, in a voice occasionally in- 
audible from excess of emotion, said the du- 
ty ho was then called upon to perform was 
at all times a painful oue, ond particularly so 
when called upon to sentence a youth not 
yet seventeen years of age. Painful indeed, 
it was lo see a youth of such tender years 
stand committed for such an awful crime. 
It was strange too, very strange, and utterly 
unaccountable that you (tho prisoner) could 
perpetrate such nn offence, where no motive 
apparently existed for it, no quarrel no dif- 
ference to provoke your violence- upon snch 
on inoffensive mon, and subject him to a fate 
so dreadful. Wo havo nol anything afford- 
ed in 'in i ligation of the offence, except it be 
your own bare statement of the case. Tho 
deceased was not addicted io intemperance or 
violent conduct of eny kind, but wos. of a 
particularly harmless disposition. You have 
confessed your guill, although you stated 
that it was by the aid of. another— by the 
blows . ho inflicted, lhat tho deceased was 
kilted, ano! thus sought toexonereto yourself. 
Wiih regard to the participation, in the of- 
fouce, tbo jury have disagreed, as lo whether 
ho was guilty or not, but in your case tho 
law allows of but ono judgment. Whether 
Ihe Executive Government may coramule 
that decision, he could not cay, but should 
Uioy dosiroit, ho would transmit themalllha 
evidence curing the trial.
